MUNICIPAL ^MANAGEMENT. 

Galeeburg's City Waterworks Are 
Run on a Bualnees Deatroying Prin- 
ciple—Water Laaa Popular Than Qaa. 

A recent Issue of Public Service cou- 
tnlneii an article by William H. Hodge 
on the public works of Galesburg. III., 
under tlie title 'Ownership That Does 
Not Pay." Although the rates are high, 
the waterworks lose upward of $10,000 
a year, with a liberal allowance for 
hydrants. The contrast betweeu mu- 
nicipal and private management Is 
sharply brought out by the fact that 
for every three families that use city 
water there are Ave that have gas 
stoves, gas being supplied by a com- 
pany. The writer explains: 

"The city does not seek to encourage 
new business. Consumers must deposit 
$13.50, or the full cost of a meter, be- 
fore receiving service and keep the 
money on deposit as long as they keep 
the meter. They are required to put 
in and pay for the lateral pipes, or 
service connections with the street 
mains, and no inducements whatever 
are held out to them to encourage them 
to become patrons of the city water

"Even those citizens who wish to be- 
come patrons are uot permitted to do 
so In many cases because the city Is 
niggardly In extending mains. Scarce- 
ly a council meeting Is held at which 
unsatisfied demands and protests are 
not presented calling for new mains to 
newly built up residence sections. 
Numbers of these are without city wa- 
ter and seem to be unable to get It. 
The last anuual report of the water 
superintendent shows there are thirty 
three miles of water mains.

Some months ago City 
Electrician Stewart, who has charge 
of the plant, was Indicted by the grand 
Jury. A thorough investigation by ex- 
accountants resulted lu quashing 
these Indictments, as there was uo 
jnce that he had been guilty of 
anything worse than the "loose book- 
keeping" which is so esseutial in mu- 
nicipal plants if they are to make a 
xid showing. 

In spite of his vindication Stewart 
was removed by the mayor, who ap- 
parently thought it a good chance to 
put a friend of his lu the position. 
8tewart refused to surrender the plant 
on the ground that the mayor had no 
power to remove him except tor cause. 
For some weeks both men have been 
at the plant, neither drawing any sal- 
ary, and the case is before the courts 

Meantime a flank attack has been 
made by the mayor's party by Intro- 
ducing an ordinuuee to abolish the of- 
fice of city electrician and create that 
of superintendent of the electric light 
plant, thus getting rid of Stewart and 
enabling the mayor to appoint his own 
man.

ToUtlcs." Such protests are futile so 
long as "practical politicians" are tn 
charge of city affairs, for to them mu- 
nicipal plants are the plums which 
make office worth striving for.

* Guthrie, Julj 18.— Sales of the 
Planters' Protective Association dur- 
ing the past two weeks have shown 
a decided falling off at every market 
place in the district covered by the 
Association with its salesrooms. This, 
while gradual, has to a certain ex- 
tent been sufficiently abrupt to ex- 
cite the very strong suspicion that it 
is the result of an understanding be- 
tween the buyers representing the 
foreign governments and the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company and subsi- 
diary concerns in this country. 

The reason for this falling off is 
problematical. Buyers who have 
been most active have suddenly 
shown a surprising lack of interest 
in the market, and they are willing 
to hazard no gues3 regarding the 
reason for this turn of affairs. The 
Association has already disposed of 
almost one-half of its holdings.

Received Most Attention at 
the Council Meeting Fri- 
day Night. 



MUCH ROUTINE WORK. 



Business Was Not Completed 
and An Adjourned SessioD 
Was Held Last Night. 



The council met Friday night with 
all the members present. 

Street matters occupied most of 
the time and six new pavement or- 
dinances were passed. Two were on 
West Seventh, one on Walnut, one 
on Campbell, one on Vine and one on 
Mechanic street. 

Former Tax Collector H. C. Moore 
reported $3,276 on delinquent taxes 
for the years 1906 and 1907 and Mr, 
Moore's proposition to collect the 
taxes as delinquent tax collector 
was accepted by the council and 
the finance committee authorized to 
make the settlement and transfer of 
the books. 

The workhouse committee was di- 
rected to prepare a supply of stone 
to be broken by female prisoners 
and the Mayor announced that a 
more rigid prosecution of 'street 
walkers would be begun Monday 
morning and that all fines would be 
worked out on the rock pile. 

Councilman Davis' street naming 
ordinance was introduced and dis- 
cussed, but final action was defer- 
red. Naming the streets now num- 
bered from First to Sixth was the 
principal trouble, as it was feared 
confusion would result if streets and 
avenues were given the same num- 
bers. This matter and several oth- 
er matters went over to an adjourn- 
ed session held last night. 



THE FIREFLY'S LIGHT. 

•cl.ntlfio Analysis Shows It to B. Fr«« 
From Heat Rays. 

If light could be produced alone with- 
out heat, says a scientist lu the service 
of the government, the real expendi- 
ture would l>e comparatively insignifi- 
cant nnd abundance of ll„'ht could be 
generated at very small cost. Nature 
has solved the problem of "cold light" 
In the evolutlou of the firefly nnd simi- 
lar organisms. Man must unveil the 
mystery of their being. 

In arc lamps at the best barely 10 
per cent of the power used appears In 
the form of luminous rays. Less than 
1 per cent of the energy value of oil or 
gas goes to light production in flame 
lights. In both cases light Is only an 
Incident of burning fuel for heat. 

The problem of cold light has en- 
gaged the attention of some of the 
brightest minds of the present day. 
Some have tried to use the light of 
vacuum tubes excited by electric dis- 
charges, some have endeavored to ob- 
tain strong fluorescence or phosphores- 
cence in certain substances by electric- 
ity, and others have sought to discover 
how the light Is generated In the firefly 
and if possible to Imitate the process, 
but success Is yet unattalned. We can- 
not strike the higher keys and leave 
the bass untouched. 

The scientist referred to has shown 
by an analysis of firefly light that It lfl 
remarkably cold or free from heat 
rays. It Is produced, therefore, with 
the highest economy and represents 
little energy. To accomplish that re- 
sult by the same or other means Is the 

Perhaps the solution will come 
through chemistry. It Is believed that 
the firefly secretes a peculiar sub- 
stance which, when oxidized by the 
air, Is consumed, giving out only lumi- 
nous rays. The time may come when 
this substance can be made artificially.

An Early Egyptian Statu*. 

Students of ancient Egyptian history 
will be Interested to learn that a life 
size statue in red granite of a king of 
the thirteenth dynasty has Just been 
placed on exhibition In the northern 
Egyptian sculpture gallery of the Brit- 
ish museum. The statue, which, says 
the London Globe, Is that of Pha- 
raoh Ua-sekhem-natch-tnal, or, to give 
him his usual and shorter name, S«- 
bek-hetep II., represents the king seat- 
ed upon his throne, which is ornament- 
ed at the back with figures of lions and 
hieroglyphics giving his name, but 
which have suffered considerably ow- 
ing to the weathering of the stone. 

Sebek-hetep appears not to have been 
originally of royal descent, but the son 
of a priest called Mentu-hetep, and 
very little Is known of his history or 
that of the period In which he lived. 
Statues of this king are extremely rare, 
and the one Just exhibited is the only 
one at present

Fairview, Lincold, Neb., July 20. 
—The first appeal for caihpaign con- 
tributions by the Democratic candi- 
for the presidency and Vice 
Presidency was made today.
